| "А Tale of Two Lanes” Is Told 
By State Road 80 Committee 


The tale of a two lane road 
Is being told by the Tri-County 
State Road 80 Committee 

The group has compiled/the 
road's history and prospectious 
to present, in brochure form to 
legislatures. road board mem- 
bers and all who want the 
facts, 

The brochure calls State 
Road 80. "опе of the most 
hazardous highways in the na- 
tion, 

“In the past four year 78 
people have died and 1.558 
have been injured in 2570 ac- 
cidents on this narrow, anti- 
quated, two-lane road which is 
bordered along many miles of 
its length by deep canals, The 
death rate on some portions 
of the road is eight times the 
national average. 

"Yet this road is a main 
highway between the East and 


West Coasts of South Florida, 
from Fi. Myers to the Palm 
Beaches. It runs through one 
of the world's richest farm- 
lands, contributing a billion 
dollars a year in agri-business 
to the Florida economy 

“Traffic over the road is in- 
creasing steadily, and it daily 
grows more dangerous, More 
than 35 years old and still in 
promitive condition, State Road 
RO still provides the only direct 
access from the interior to the 
coastal cities and it is the prin- 
cipal means of transportating 
the region's great volumes of 
agricultural produce to mar- 
Keres 

“The need for four-laning 
and modernizing State Road 80 
has become a matter of desper- 
ate urgency.” 

The brochure also tell of the 
“quiet economic revolution” of 


the Glades. It also tells of this 
economic reliance on highways 
for transporting sugar and 
vegetables from field to pro- 
cessor. This is a story known 
well locally. The brochure 
will publicize it state wide, 


The study further states: 


“Engineering studies make 
clear that only by four-laning 
and modernizing State Road 
80 will it be possible 10 cope 
with its increasing load of traf- 
fic and substantially reduce 
the accident rate . The 
money cost of the accidents 
on State Road 80 in. the past 
four years is estimated at $13 
million. Clearly the savings, on 
money losses from accidents a- 
lone would be more than suf- 
ficient to finance the four-lan- 
ing of State Road 80 from 
coast to coast.” 


State Road 80 Traffic 


Road facts are sometimes 
hard to digest if you are not 
a civil engineer. 

The people of the Glades 
“feel” that State Road 80 is 
inadequate for todays trans- 
portation needs but very few 
realize the tremendous increase 
in use this highway has had 
lover the past 40 years. 

W: С, Taylor is one who has 
keep track of this phenominal 
traffic growth. Since 1929 
when he first came 0 the 
Glades and met three cars on 
his drive то. Bryant from West 
Palm Beach. Taylor has reli- 
giously counted automobiles 
he meets on the Coast to 
Glades drive 

Today his average count 
Varies between 150 cars dur- 
ing the summer and 300 cats 
and over during the peak of 
the season. On any day while 
the sugar mills are running, 
Taylor said, it is" not unusual 
to meet 250 cars in the 40 
mile drive. 

Taylor said he made these 
counts in recent years almost 
three times a week. Returning 
10 the Glades between 4 and 
6 p. m. Taylor counts 

umber of cars he meets dur- 
ing the drive from Highway 7 
in West Palm Beach until he 
reaches Main Street in Belle 
Glade. 


During the middie 1930's, 
he said, the count varied be- 
tween 15 то 25 cars. 

In the war years of the 
1940's the count rose to be- 
jween 25 and 75 cars met dur- 
ing the drive. During those 
years, he said, quite a few

"I made these counts pri- 
marily to satisfy myself and as 
а personal gauge to the grow-

“I also became interested in 
the traffic 10 Pahokee d every 
6th or seventh trip I turn to- 
wards Pahokee at Twenty 
Mile Bend.” 

The count by this alternate 
route averages a 30 to 50 car 
drop, he said. 

“Counting traffic on this 
Glades road,” he said “is my 
personal check of Belle Glade's 
growth. 

Another personal growth 
check, Taylor said, has been 
the growth of motels in the 
area, There used to be just 
one hotel on Main Street and 
there are five motels in the 
immediate area and a room for

is still a premium if reserva- 
tions have not been made. On 
some winter evenings there 
have been no rooms available 
from Canal Point to Clewiston. 


Taylor, who now owns the 
Taylor Funeral Home, came 
to the Glades to work at Bry- 
ant as а cane cutter in 1929. 
In the 1930's he worked for a 
funeral home in the Glades 
and lived in West Palm Beach. 
He counted cars when he was 
commuting, he said, to gauge 
the community's growth and 
determine if he would move 
his family to the area. Even 
since he has moved to the 
Glades his business still calls 
for him to make the coastal 
trip frequently and he con- 
tinues to count the cars he 
meets to keep track of increas- 
ing interest in the Glades.
